READ Letter from Mr. Gregory, dated suth May last, transmitting Copy of 
the Warrant of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, directing the issue of £.15,000 
to the Corporation of Londonderry, for building a Bridge across the River Foyle. 

READ Memorial of the Mayor, Commonalty and Citizens of the City of 
Londonderry ; setting forth, that they had expended large sums of Money in 
building and repairing a Bridge across the River Foyle, and in repairing the 
Custom House and other Public Buildings there ; that in the year i8«4 a sum 
of £.15,000. was advanced out of the Consolidated Pund in Ireland to said 
Memorialists in pursuance of the Act 54 Geo. 3, c. 230, in aid of said Works; 
and that a demand had lately been made upon the Memorialists by the Board of 
Excise in Ireland, for the instant payment of the several Instalments now due on 
the said advance, amounting to the sum of £.3,760 ; and praying, That their 
Lordships will be pleased (in consideration of the large sums already expended 
by them on the said Custom House, Bridge and other works) either to discharge 
Memorialists from the said sum of £. 15,000, or to allow them credit to that 
amount for so much expended on the Public Wharfs and Quays. 

My Lords, having considered the above Memorial, are pleased to order, that 
directions be given to the Board of Excise in Ireland to stay all Proceedings in 
this case, until they receive further directions from their Lordships. 

Write also to the Mayor of Londonderry, acquainting him with the directions 
given ; and desire that the Corporation will transmit to my Lords, a Plan and 
Estimate of the Works, as connected with the security of the revenue and con- 
venience of trade, which they propose to execute. 
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
